It Now Kenmins for the Comity to 
Vote the Ho lifts. 
Thepeople of this county will b e 
called upon to %ote b onds to secure 
for it a new railroad and one of the 
largest saw mills in the northwest 
aud every man who opposes the pro­ 
ject does so against his b est interests. 
The deal which has b een so much 
talked ab sut has b een practically 
closed so far as the company is con­ 
cerned. 
W. S. McCleuahan, who 
represents ths interests of the county, 
and who was in Minneapolis confer­ 
ring with the Northern Mill comi>any 
in regard to the legal part of the con­ 
tract returned to Brainerd on Monday 
b ringing the news that the arrange­ 
ments had b een perfected satisfactory 
to all concerned. 
The company, in order to fill its 
part of the contract, found it would 
b e necessary to incorporate under a 
new name, as under the old corpor­ 
ation they were not empowered to 
b uild a railroad to Brainerd. The 
articles were prepared and filed on 
Monday with the secretary of state, 
and pub lished as required b y law. 
The names of the incorporators are 
John S. Pillsb ury, George A. Pills- 
b ury, A. E. Bard well, W. B. Ransom, 
James E. Glass, R. W. Jones, and 
Janies A Kellogg, as will b e seen in 
an article elsewhere in this paper. 
It was found necessary to make a 
separate contract for the railroad and 
mill on account of the legality of the 
matter, and this will b e fully ex­ 
plained at the meeting on Saturday 
night. The mill itself will b e a large 
concern, a duplicate of the large mill 
operated b y the comi» aay in Minne­ 
apolis, and in addition to this the 
company b inds itself to b uild and 
maintain its railroad repair shops in 
Brainerd. 
The names of the gentlemen con- 
“Awiriid with this enterprise are enough 
to give the people of Crow Wing 
county confidence in the project, they 
cannot afford to lose the opportunity 
presented, and there is no prob ab ility 
that such will b e the case, as after the 
arrangements are

The b oard of county commissioners 
will convene on the 17th inst and the 
election will b e called to take place 
the latter part of the month and in 
the meantime everyb ody is invited to 
give the matter the closest investiga­ 
tion.

Ths Application of ths Brainerd and 
Northern Minnesota Railway Com­ 
pany to Crow Wing county, Minne­ 
sota, for aid for ths construction of 
the railroad to b e constructed b y 
said company.

Whereas, this company, the Brain- 
erd and Northern Minnesota Railway 
Com|>any, a corporation organized and

W. S. McClonahau, who 
ropreaents tho interests of the county, 
and who was in Minneapolis confer­ 
ring with the Northern Mill comjxuiy 
in regard to the legal part of the con­ 
tract returned to Brainerd on Monday 
bringing the rn ws that the arrange­ 
ments had been perfected satisfactory 
to all concerned. 
The company, in order to fill its 
part of the contract, found it would 
be necessary to incorporate under a 
new name, as under the old corpor­ 
ation they were not empowered to, 
build a railroad to Brainerd. The 
articles were prepared and filed on 
Monday with the secretary of state, 
and published as required by law. 
The names of the incorporators are 
John S. Pillsbury, George k . Pills- 
bury, A. E. Bardwell, W. B. Ransom, 
James E. Glass, R. W. Jones, and 
James A Kellogg, as will be seen in 
an article elsewhere in this paper. 
It was found necessary to make a 
separate contract for the railroad and 
mill on account of the legality of the 
matter, and this will be fully ex­ 
plained at tho meeting on Saturday 
night. 
The mill itself will be a large 
concern, a duplicate of the large mill 
operated by the company in Minne­ 
apolis, and in addition to this the 
company binds itself to build and 
maintain its railroad repair shops in 
Brainerd.

How the People of Rome Scented 
Tholr Bodies and Clothing 
Tlie am ount of perfume used in the 
palmy days of Home was enormous; 
tile wealthy patricians were m ost 
prodigal in this respect. The perfum ­ 
ers were called unguentarii, as they 
principally compounded unguent s, and 
must nave done an immense business. 
> In Horne they con^rejiated in a quarter 
called the “ Yicus Thurarieus,” says 
Knowledge. Th® most celebrated per­ 
fumer in the time of M artial was a 
certain 
individual named Cosmos, 
i whom M artial frequently mentions. 
I At < a po a there was such a number of 
] perfumers th a t the priori pal street of 
I the city, named Squasia, was alm ost 
j entirely occupied by them. 
For the 
most 
part these 
tradesmen 
were 
! i»retk«, and, awat Athens, their shops, 
j ta bem a, were the rendezvous of tile 
rich idler- of those days. 
The perfumed oils and ointm ents 
j were made 
in 
great 
variety. 
The 
basis

Hen and th at of the unguents was a 
I bleached and partly purified tallow. 
They were not only for the hair, but 
I to anoint all parts of the body espec­ 
ially after the bath, which was quite a 
I complicated process,

I custom ary at banquets to honor the 
! guests by pouring costly perfumed oils, 
over their feet. Borne of these were 
simple oils, such as* rhodium, made 
from 
rose-; 
indium made 
from 
quinces; 
metopuim, 
from batter 
almonds; narcissi mini), from the n ar­ 
cissus. 
Perhaps the m ost fashionable oii 
after the oleum susinum was th a t 
called erocinuin, made from saffron 
crocus, which communicated both a 
fine color and odor to the jut son; 
Hcllogabalus never bathed without 
it. 
B utter is noticed ny Bliny as 
used by the negro und lower classes of 
Arabs 
for 
anointing 
their bod­ 
ies. 
The natives of India prefer strong 
(terfumes for this purpose, and use oil 
of san ta and oil of patchouli. Biv- 
ages also grease their bodies, but pro­ 
bably with the idea of being enabled 
to escape mote easily from the grip of 
an enemy. 
The Homans were not acquainted 
with the use of regular soap, but they 
employed an alkali, with which the 
greasy dirt was dissolved out of their 
clothes. This alkali, called nit rum, is 
referred tc by Pliny; but the cheapest 
solvent was urine, which Wits mostly 
used. The clothes were put in this, 
mixed with water, and then stam ped 
upon with the feet. This process was 
performed by old people, while boys 
lifted the clothes out of tile tubs. The 
wiiite garments, after being washed, 
were subjected to the vapor of sul­ 
phur-being stretched on a frame and 
the sulphur burned beneath. Poor 
people in Rome cleansed their bodies 
with meal of lupins, called lomenturn, 
which, with common meal, is still us­ 
ed in some places for th a t purpose.

There are five essential elements to 
the legal validityof a negotiable din ft, 
note or check: 
1. It m ust be payable in money; 
th a t is, gold, silver or greenbacks, 
possibly also in United States curren­ 
cy, not in any kind of merchandise. 
Thus a note “payable in IOO calves” 
has been decided to be invalid. 
2. 
It m ust be payable without any 
contingency or uncertainty, a note 
prpraising to pay $1000 opt of the 
proceeds of ore to be raised or sold 
from any mine" is invalid. But a 
particular fund may be designated, 
as “I promise to pay out oftheestate 
of B., deceased.’’ 
3. It m ust be payable a t a certain 
specified tim e—a time certain 
to 
arrive. A note payable to A. B. 
“when he is twenty-one years of age” 
is not good, for he may not live to be 
twenty-one, and so the time is not 
certain to arrive. 
Hut a note payable “on dem and” is 
held to be good, for demand is in the 
nature ot things certain to be made 
soma time. The owner of said note 
would not possess common sense if he 
never demanded payment. 
4. It must be payable to the or ler 
of a certain party therein named, or 
else payable to bearer. 
Otherwise it 
is not Negotiable, although as a sim­ 
ple written contract it is good as be­ 
tween the maker and the person to 
whom jt is payable. $ u t it is not 
capable qf indorsement unless the 
words “arder" or “hearer" appear. 
5. The am ount payable m ust be 
specified and certain. A note for $100 
“ with .interest is good, because the 
interest can be calculated and thus 
ascertained, but a note reading “Pay 
$100 or $200 is not good— The Cha«P 
tauquan.

In 1806 Behm estim ated the p op u- 
tion of the earth at 1,350,000,000. 
In the sixth issue, 1880, of the Be­ 
v ö lkerung der Erde the number had 
ap p arently grown to 1,450,000,000, 
showing an ostensible increase of 
100,000,000 in 14 years. But this 
difference is really due to more accur­ 
ate statistics and estim ate rath er 
th an 
to 
actual growth. It 
was 
som ewhat alarming, howev er, when 
in the 1882 issue the total p op ulation 
oi the earth ap p eared as 1,434,000,- 
000, showing a seeming decrease in 
two years, of 22,000,000. But this 
was largely accounted for by 
the 
fact th a t new inv estigations com­ 
p elled 
the reduction oi the esti­ 
m ated p op ulation of China from 405,- 
000,000 to 350,000,000. The esti­ 
m ate reached in the p resent issue of 
1891 for the total p op ulation of the 
earth 1,48 0,000,000, showing an in­ 
crease or 40,000,000 ov er the estim ate 
for 1882, being a t the rate of 
“ 
000 less than th a t of 
1880, p artly due to the fact

Lev asseur took higher estim ates of the 
p op ulation of China and Africa than 
hav e Wagner and Sup an. But as the 
d a ta for a v ery large area of the 
in­ 
habited globe are to

extent based on guesswork, it is no 
wonder 
th a t 
est im ates 
should 
differ, and th a t we cannot be sure 
of the p op ulation of the world to 
within 50,000,000, p ossibly 100,000, 
000, 
either way. In 
18 8 0 
Prof. 
W agner found that, 
of the to ta l 
p op ulation in th a t year, p recise d a ta 
based on actual enumeration, 
cen­ 
suses of registration were av ailable 


for only 020,000,000 out of 1,401, 
000,000—th a t is, 45 p er cent of the 
total. This p op ulation has 
mean­ 
while 
increased 
to 737,000,000, 
though the 
increase in some cases 
is only ap p arent, to this m ust be 
added 
9 9 ,000,000, 
for 
which, 
since 1880, 
exact 
enum erations 
hav e been substituted for v ague esti­ 
mates. This giv es 8 30,000,000 out • seized 
of the total of 1,480,000,000 of p eo­ 
p le—i. e., between 50 and 57 p er cent 
—of whom fairly p recise enum erations 
hav e been taken. True, in this is in­ 
cluded 113,000,000, the p op ulation 
of the Russian emp ire, of whom a gen­ 
eral census, in the modern sense of 
the term, has not been taken, excep t 
in the case of one or two p rov inces. 
Although, when the figures are looked 
a t by themselv es, there has ap p arent­ 
ly been an increase 
of 
p op ulation 
since 1880 of 125,000,000 as a m atter 
of fact tlie difference between the esti­ 
m ated p op ulation of 18 8 0,1,401,000,- 
000, after deducting the excess credi­ 
ted to China, and th a t of 1891, 1,- 
48 0,000,000,is only 79 ,000,000. This 
ap p arent decrease in the rate 
of 
growth is really due to the reductions 
which the editors hav e felt bound to 
make cn tlie basis of more careful in­ 
v estigations in the estim ates of the 
p op ulation of certain regions.—L on­ 
don Times.

G ro o m ing th e Farm Ho rse. 
In 
th at 
delightful hook, 
“Tom 
Brown a t Rugby,” there is a little in­ 
cident which “jmints a m oral” for all 
owners of horses who fail to giv e them 
the attention they ought to receiv e. 
When Tom and his friend had res­ 
cued Tom ’s humble p laym ate from 
the minions of the law, who were 
after him for p oaching the 
young 
“conv ict,” though 
fugged out and 
drip p ing wet from a long run in the 
rain, would not come in to his sup ­ 
p er until he had thoroughly rubbed 
down and cared for the horse they 
had brought with them. T hat was 
the true sp irit of a horseman—of one 
who understood 
the needs of the 
horse, and had the disp osition and 
foree of character to sacrifice his own 
immediate comfort to minister to 
them. 
A man who owns a ten or twenty 
thousand dollar race horse will sp are 
no p ains to keep his v aluable beast 
in the best p ossible condition. He is 
p rov ided with comfortable and ev en 
elegant quarters, and his food nnd 
exercise and grooming are as carefully 
looked after as though he were a 
p rince in disguise. Such care keep s 
the horse 
in 
excellent 
condition, 
ready a t any time for the sp ecial 
function fot winch hchasbeentrained. 
Now\ is there any real reason why 
the farm ers’ horses should not, in a 
degree at least, be as well eared for as 
the far less useful anim als dev oted to 
racing and sp ort? 
It may i>e urged 
that farmers hav en't the time, and 
when the day’s work is done are too 
tired to attend to such triv ial m atters 


a demand for fat hogs, sheep or cattle.

As to manures, onions are great 
feeders and like something to select 
from. 
1 adv ise Ap p lying at least 10 
cords of barn-yard manure p er acre, 
or its equiv alent. Fanners in the 
v icinity of Boston use 20 cords of 
stable manure, but I mink it betterto 
use half the quantity of manure, and 
the other half in commercial fertilizers, 
or, cheap er yet, to use all fertilizer. 
The latter can be ap p lied at nr.y 
p eriod of growthj but there is danger 
from using a p hosp hate continuously. 
In Bermuda the onion growers use 
p art sea manure and p art commercial 
fertilizers. One of my neighbors uses 
10 cords of a m ixture of barnyard 
manure, sea manure and night soil, a 
v ery concentrated manure, p robably 
equal to double thequantity of ordin­ 
ary barnyard manure. I recommend 
the ap p lication of 300 p ounds ot nit­ 
rate of soda p er acre just as the crop 
begins to bottom ; or, if thecrop look* 
feeble, a comp lete fertilizer may h i 
used. 
In all farming a good deal of 
manure seems to be misap p lied, and I 
suggest the use of less manure and 
more of commercial fertilizer.—J. .)

P re v e n tin g Milk F ev er, 
To p rev ent milk fev er should a cow 
I be dried off when she p ersists in milk- 
j ing all the way through?

There 
has arisen of late years a new school 
! oi medicine or a new p ractice in the 
old one th a t says when a cow is taken 
j down with milk fev er after calv ing th e 
udder should not he entirely milked

adv ocated, is th a t the glands at th at 
time are activ e and ready to go to 
work a.* soon as the udder is emp ty, 
and to keep them quiet the udder 
should be left fairly filled.

delightful hook, 
“Tom 
Brown a t Rugby,” there is a little in­ 
cident which “points a m oral” for all 
owners of horses who fa il to give them 
the attention they ought to receive. 
When Tom and his friend had res­ 
cued Tom ’s humble playm ate from 
the minions of the law, who were 
after him for poaching the 
young 
“convict,” though 
fagged out and 
dripping wet from a long run in the 
rain, would not come in to his sup­ 
per until he had thoroughly rubbed 
down and cared for the horse they 
had brought with them. T hat was 
the true spirit of a horseman—of one 
who understood 
the needs of the 
horse, and had the disposition and 
force of character to sacrifice his own 
immediate comfort to minister to 
them. 
A m an who owns a ten or twenty 
thousand dollar race horse will spare 
no pains to keep his valuable beast 
in tile best possible condition. He is 
provided with comfortable and even 
elegant quarters, and his food and 
exercise and grooming are as carefully 
looked after as though lie were a 
prince in disguise. Such care keeps 
the horse 
in 
excellent 
condition, 
ready at any time for the special 
function for which helms been trained. 
Now, is there any real reason why 
the farm ers’ horses should not, in a 
degree at least, be as well cared for as 
the far less useful anim als devoted to 
racing and sport? 
It may be urged 
th at farmers haven’t the time, and 
when the day’s work is done aro too 
t ired to attend to such trivial m atters 
as making the horses clean and tidy 
by thorough grooming. But if it is 
essential to the health and continued 
value, it is not a trivial m atter. 
It 
has an im portant bearing on the pro­ 
fit the owner 
derives from them. 
They last longer and are worth more 
while they last. 
Many farmers are simply thought­ 
less of the comfort and safety of 
their horses. 
They leave them un­ 
blanketed in cold weather when heated 
with exercise and neglect to groom 
them carefully before and after the 
labors of the day. If these things oc­ 
curred to them and they appreciated 
their im portance they would 
find 
time to attend to them, 
their horses through mere heedless­ 
ness. Others simply don't care and 
let their horses suffer because they are 
too lazy or heartless to give attention 
to theii needs. 
But 
such 
neglect, whatever the 
source of it, shows the lack of a real 
affection for the horse, of the com­ 
radeship with him which made “Tom 
Brown's” humble friend forget him ­ 
self till he had cared for the dumb 
creature which could not care for it- i 
se! f.If farmers would devote a little more ■ 
time to the grooming of their work ; 
horses the effect on the 
and condition of the anim 
speedily indicate its value. A horse 
skin is very sensitive, and thorough 
work with the curry comb and brush, 
with frequent washing of the legs to 
keep them clean, makes a vast differ­ 
ence 
in his comfort and 
health.

ered with mud do not rest as well and 
are more liable to take cold or con 


stop here. The m ajority of tis don fc 
Know whether I t is more profitable 
for the farmer and better for the farm 
to keep stock on a grain farm where 
clover hay sells for $5 per ton, I 
know it is said clover hay ought not 
to be sold off oi the farm, but never­ 
theless it is sold, and sold now a t 
the above figure, and there is always 
a demand forfat hogs, sheep oreattle.

H o w t o M a n u r e f o r O n i o n s . 
As to manures, onions are great 
feeders and like something to select 
from. 
I advise applying a t least IO 
cords of barn-yard manure per acre, 
or its equivalent. Farm ers in the 
vicinity of Boston use 20 cords of 
stable manure, but I think it better to 
use half the quantity of manure, and 
the other half in commercial fertilizers, 
or, cheaper yet, to use all fertilizer. 
The latter eau be applied at any 
period of growth* but triere is danger 
from using a phosphate continuously. 
In Bermuda the onion growers use 
part sea manure and part commercial 
fertilizers. One of my neighbors uses 
IO cords of a mixture of barnyard 
manure, sea manure and night soil, a 
very concentrated manure, probably 
equal to double the quantity of ordin­ 
ary barnyard manure. I recommend 
the application of 300 pounds of nit­ 
rate or soda per acre just as the crop 
begins to bottom ; or, if tbecrop looks 
feeble, a complete fertilizer may b3 
used. In all farming a good deal of 
manure seems to be misapplied, and I 
suggest the use of less manure and 
more of commercial fertilizer.—J. J 
II. Gregory, iii Farm and Home. 


T h e I n t e l l ig e n t h o r s e .

I do not say a horse should never be 
I struck with a whip, I do say a horse 
‘ should never be abused by t hat very 
prevalent and cruel punishment of 
jerking. Be kind to your horse. 
You 
are his guardian and upon you his 
happiness depends. Take an interest 
in your noble animals and they will 
return your kindness with patient 
toil, and you will enjoy life better for 
having been a benefactor instead of a 
beast —A. J. Lusk in Ohio Farmer.

1. The annual loss on account of j 
| smut in the oat crop in Indiana is ; 
; ve£y considerable, vary ing from $500.- 
| OOO to $1,000,000 a year. 
|

2. The occurrence of sm ut in oats 
may be completely prevented at a little 
trouble and expense, and by means 
entirely 
within tile reach of every 
farmer. 
3 Prevention is effected by treating j 
tile seed oats in such a manner th at 
all adhering spores of the sm ut are 
killed without killing tile setal. 
4. Tile recently discovered hot wa­ 
ter method of treatm ent is recommend­ 
ed a* rn in ii superior to the copiier 
sulphate method heretofore recom­ 
mended. 
5. Tile hot water method consists 
iii immersing the seed giain for five 
minutes in iiot watei standing at first 
135° to 145° F., which may drop 
during the operation to 130° or may 
fall even below ISO® if til® 
respondiugly prolonged. 
6. After drying by spreading upon 
a floor, the seed m aybe sown immedi­ 
ately, or after a time, with equally 
beneficial results in either case. 
7. This treatm ent not only removes 
the sm ut from tho crop, hut improves 
the growth ami increases the yield. 
8. The increased yield is sufficient 
to pay for the labor aud trouble of 
treatm ent several times over. 
The smut of oaf a is of a parasitic 
nature, like that of wheat, but is a 
different species. 
The gcrniir.ative 
power of the former is a hundred-fold 
greater than th a t of the latter, and 
hence itsgrentcst destructiveness. The 
hot water method of destroying smut 
is called tho “Jensen” process from 
the name of its discoverer. It is cer­ 
tainly worthy of trial by every farm­ 
er whose crops are usually injured by­ 
th is pest. 


A Barbarous Practice. 
The season is now here when some 
people commence one of the most 


philosophy of this, as we have seen it 
advocated, is th a t the glands at th a t 
time are active and ready to go to 
work as soon as I he udder is empty, 
and to keep them quiet the udder 
should be left fairly filled. A full ud­ 
der makes no demand upon the sys­ 
tem of the cow unless it is overcrow d­ 
ed while an empty udder calls for 
work on the p art of the milk secreting 
glands. This looks like good logic 
whether it is good medicine sense or 
not. 
C arelessness About Chickens. 
Carelessness is the disease th a t car­ 
ries off most of tile young chickens. 
One way in which it does this is by 
not properly’ protecting them 
from 
cold draughts and 
dampness. 
If 
there are openings about the bottom 
of the coops the little chickens, being 
close to the floor suffer from it. All 
the ventilation should be jrom above, 
so that they will not be in line of tile 
draught. Do not let them run out, 
either, when the weather or ground is 
cold or damp. 
Clear, 
dry. 
cold 
weather will not hurt them. but the 
dampness will. Be careful, too, in giv­ 
ing the water. 
Keep it constantly be­ 
fore them fresh and clean, so th at 
they may get to it as wanted, but 
have the trough arranged so th at they 
can not plunge in and get wet ult 
over. If you will observe this m atter 
and then keep them free from lice, you 
will probably grow most of your 
chicks to m aturity and find some 
pleasure or profit iii the business. 
Otherwise not.

TO STATE VOLUNTEERS.

This act remains to ­ 
day o n the statute bo o k,

po ssible to ex ecute Still no minally in fo rce 
ia its injunctio n upo n an}' ableho died male 
citizen between eighteen and 
fo rty five 
y ears o f age, enro lled by his captain, to

serving in annual cauips o f iu-trncti iU. 
This o f co urse w ,uld have been a radical 
departure fro m the general law, which re­ 
quired the citizens to arm and equip them ­ 
selves and put them all o n the same fo o t­ 
ing 
it is no t unlikely that, had this 
measure prevailed, it wo uld have been in 
fo rce to the present day, and m ight have 
made a vast difference in the histo ry o f 
the co untry. 
It wo uld, in fact, have fo und­ 
ed a uatio nal m ilitia o f an effective char­ 
acter. 
Ho wever, years paso t-d w itho ut 
securing the mo dificatio ns deKired. 
The 
chief step gained was the enactment o f the 
law o f April 23, 1908, m aking an appro pri- 
atio n o f C200.0UO annually to pro vide arms 
and equipments fo r the militia. 
It is no ted 
aa a curio us fact by the ho use co mmittee 


0 0 militia, who se careful histo ry o f the 
subject is here briefly summarized, that 
even when this new appro priatio n had been 
made the o ld requirement that each citizen 
sho uld arm and equip himself was no t re­ 
pealed. 
Even then the reluctance to re­ 
mo ve the o ld law was manifest. 
Jefferso n and Madiso n fo llo wed W ash­ 
ingto n In urging year after year a mo difi­ 
catio n o f the m ilitia system; the latter in 
1806 desired such "a se paratio n o f the mo re 
active part fro m that which is less so , that 
we may draw fro m it, when necessary, an 
efficient co rps, fit fo r real and active serv­ 
ice, and U> be called to it in regular ro ta­ 
tio n.” 
He tho ught th a t it was quite 
eno ugh to subject the po pulatio n between 
eighteen and twenty-six years o f age to 
m ilitary duty in tim e o f peace. 
Madiso n’s 
mo st no ticeable co ntributio n to the subject 
was a pro po sal o f annual camps o f instruc­ 
tio n fo r the co mmissio ned and no nco mmis­ 
sio ned o fficers. 
In 1816 Secretary Graham, by the direc­ 
tio n o f co ngress, prepared a new plan. It 
divided the m ilitia into three classes, ac­ 
co rding to ages, o f which the two yo unger 
were to assemble in annual camps o f in­ 
structio n. Co ngressman Harriso n, o f Ohio , 
afterw ard president, pro po sed as a substi­ 
tute m ilitary drill fo r all the scho o l*, and 
revived Madiso n’s plan o f annually in­ 
structing o fficers and no nco mmissio ned 
o fficers in camp. 
He estim ated that the 
co st to the go vernment wo uld be $ 1,500,000 
a year. 
In 1825 a bo ard, o u which Sco tt 
and Zachary Taylo r were pro minent, re­ 
po rted th a t the great defect in the law was 
the ex cess o f numbers it held to service. 
They suggested as a substitute a brigade 
o f m ilitia in each co ngress district, to lie 
instructed in camps fo r ten days each year, 
and paid fo r their tim e and ex penses. 
The drift to ward a select bo dy Instead o f 
a general o rganizatio n had thus been 
clearly manifest thro ugh all these years; 
yet two additio nal elements, vo lunteering 
and state o rganizatio ns, were needed be­ 
fo re the desired refo rms co uld bo secured. 
Jackso n reco mmended the fo rmer, while 
Secretary Po insett in 1S40 made an ap­ 
pro ach to the latter by a pro i>o sal o f 100,- 
000 active m ilitia, appo rtio ned amo ng the 
states, each o f which co uld keep its quo ta 
filled either by v o luntary enlistm ent o r 
draft. One-fo urth wo uld go o ut o f service 
annually into the reserve, while the presi­ 
dent co uld put them into camps under pay 
fo r a mo uth annually, lu 1*46 still ano ther 
plan was repo rted, th at o f m aiuta.aing iu 
each state an active m ilitia 
between 
twenty-o ne and thirty years o f age. who se 
o fficers sho uld be instructed annually in 
camp by the general go vernment. 
But by th at tim e the new ideas o f vo lun­ 
teers and state o rganizatio ns had no t o nly 
beco me ro o ted, but hail bo rne fruit. Such 
m ilitia bo dies were springing up all o ver 
the UDio n, and in fact fo rmed the basis o f 
that bo dy o f vo lunteers who achieved dis­ 
tinctio n in the Mex ican war. A fter th at 
war greater interest than ever was taken 
In the state vo lunteer system, and its 
gro wth put an end to the lo ng series o f 
abo rtive effo rts to fo rm a natio nal militia, 
co ngress practically accepting it as a sub­ 
stitute.—W ashingto n Co r. New Yo rk Sun.

NATIONAL MILITIA. 


HOW >HE OLD SYSTEM GAVE WAY 


TO STATE VOLUNTEERS. 


A H isto r y o f th * friarly O rg a n iza tio n of 


th * B a n k am t F ile o f O a r H o m e G uard#. 


L aw s T h a t M ad * T r a in in g D a y s C om ­ 


m on la Kv ery F a rt o f th e C ou n try. 


A hundred year* have passed since con­ 
gress, in thfc spring of ITX*, passed its first 
general militia law. This act remains to­ 
day on the statute book, with all its an­ 
cient phraseology, and its mandates are im­ 
possible to execute. Still nominally in force 
is its injunction upon Any ablebodied male 
citizen between eighteen and forty five 
years of age, enrolled by his captain, to 
keep himself provided with a “good mus­ 
ket or firelock, of a bore sufficient for balls 
of the eighteenth part of a pound;” two 
spare (lints and twenty four cartridges, or 
else with “a good rifle, shot pouch, powder 
horn, twenty balls arid a quarter of a 
pound of powder.” The quaint instruc­ 
tions for grenadier* and bombardier* are 
still to lie perused, ami also I he direct ions 
to commissioned officer* to provide them­ 
selves with “a sword or hanger and sport - 
toou,” or, if mounted, to Lave their “hoi­ 
sters covered with bearskin ca [is.” From 
time to time efforts have been made lo re­ 
move thi* venerable chapt* r ir i.n tho 
statute bouk*, or at least to modernize it, 
until now, at last, it seem* to derive a sort 
of protection from its age. 
But the fact i* that the law was never 
carried out 
No sooner rn * it emu cd 
than effort* were made to repeal soma pro­ 
visions and amend others. Under tho plan 
of (Jeiicnvl Ktiox, which had been dr tun 
up in IT!*), you ug men lief ween eighteen 
and twenty-one year* of age were to serve 
thirty days in a camp of instruction dur­ 
ing each of the first two year* and ten days 
of the third year, citizen* between twenty- 
one and forty five year* were to drill four 
days annually; those between forty five 
aud sixty were to be enrolled in the re- 
serve, which was to assemble semiannual­ 
ly for a simple Inspection of arm*. 
This was a very striking, and, lacier tire 
circumstances of the country at that time, 
not a very onerous system, while its seri­ 
ousness wa* shown by a provision that no 
|»er*ou reaching the age of twenty-one 
should exercise the rights of a citizen un­ 
less he could show a certificate of the re­ 
quired service in the militia. 
But the act 
of May 8, ITX, widely dc [tarted from Knox's 
plan, and the very next year after it wlu* 
put in operation Washington naked con­ 
gress “whether your own experience in the 
several states has not detected some im­ 
perfections in the scheme.” The story of 
the way in which numerous aud fruitless 
attempts to amend this system resulted at 
length in its frank a!>andoument is in­ 
structive and interesting. 
Two year* after its adoption a bill was 
reported for organizing a select corps of 
militia, to be armed and equipped by tho 
general government aud to lie paid while 
serving in annual camps of instruction. 
This of course vs oak! have liven a radical 
departure from the general law, which re­ 
quired the citizen* to arm and equip them­ 
selves and put them all on the same foot­ 
ing. 
It is not unlikely that, bad this 
measure prevailed, it would have been in 
force to the present day, and might have 
made a vast difference in the history of 
the country. 
It would, in fact, have found­ 
ed a national militia of an effective char­ 
acter. 
However, years passed without 
securing the modifications desired. 
The 
chief step gained was the enactment of the 
law of April 23, 1808, making an appropri­ 
ation of $200, Out) annually to provide arms 
and equipments for the militia. It is noted 
aa a curious fact by the house committee 
on militia, whose careful history of the 
subject is here briefly summarized, that 
even when this new appropriation had been 
made the old requirement that each citizen 
should arm and equip himself was not re­ 
pealed. 
Even then the reluctance to re 
move the old law was manifest. 
Jefferson and Madison followed Wash­ 
ington in urging year after year a modifi­ 
cation of th* militia system; the latter in 
1805 desired such “a separation of the more 
active part from that which is less so, that 
we may draw from it, when necessary, an 
efficient corps, fit for real aud active serv­ 
ice, and to be called to it in regular rota­ 
tion.” 
He thought that it was quite 
enough to subject the [Herniation between 
eighteen and twenty-six years of age to 
military duty in time of peace. Madison’s 
most noticeable contribution to the subject 
was a proposal of annual camps of instruc­ 
tion for the commissioned and noncommis­ 
sioned officers. 
In 1816 Secretary Graham, by the direc­ 
tion of congress, prepared a new plan. It 
divided the militia into three classes, ac­ 
cording to ages, of which the two younger 
were to assemble in annual camps of in­ 
struction. Congressman Harrison, of Ohio, 
afterward president, proposed as a substi­ 
tute military drill for all the schools, and 
revived Madison’s plan of annually in­ 
structing officers and noncommissioned 
officers in camp. 
Ile estimated that the 
cost to the government would be $1,500,000 
a year. 
In 1825 a Itoard, ou which Scott 
and Zachary Taylor were prominent, re­ 
ported that the great defect in the law was 
the excess of numbers it held to service. 
They suggested as a substitute a brigade 
of militia iu each congress district, to lie 
instructed in camps for ten days each year, 
and paid for their time and excuses. 
The drift toward a select boily instead of 
general organization had thus been 
clearly manifest through all these years; 
yet two additional elements, volunteering 
and state organizations, were needed be­ 
fore the desired reforms could be secured. 
Jackson recommended the former, while 
Secretary Poinset t in I SIO made an ap­ 
proach to the latter by a proposal of 100,- 
000 active militia, apportioned among the 
states, each of which could keep its quota 
filled either by voluntary enlistment or 
draft. One-fourth would go out of service 
annually into the reserve, while the presi­ 
dent could put them into camps under pay 
for a mouth annually. Iu 1840 still another 
plan was reported, that of maintaining iu 
tach state an active militia 
between 
twenty-one and thirty years of age. whose 
officers should be inst ructed annually in 
camp by the general government. 
But by that time the new ideas of volun­ 
teers and state organizations had not only 
become rooted, but had lxjnio fruit. Such 
militia bodies were springing up all over 
the Union, aud in fact formed the basis of 
that body of volunteers who achieved dis­ 
tinction in the Mexican war. Aftertime 
war greater interest than ever was taken 
In the state volunteer system, and its 
growth put an end to the long series of 
abortive efforts to form a national militia, 
congress practically accepting it as a sub­ 
stitute.—Washington Cor. New York Sun.

W. S. McCleuahan, who 
represents the interests of the county, 
and who was iD Minneapolis confer­ 
ring with the Northern Mill company 
in regard to the legal part of the con­ 
tract returned to Brainerd on Monday 
bringing the news that the arrange­ 
ments had been perfected satisfactory 
to all concerned. 
The company, in order to till its 
part of the contract, found it would 
be necessary to incorporate under a 
new name, as under the old corpor­ 
ation they were not empowered to 
build a railroad to Brainerd. 
The 
articles were prepared and filed on 
Monday with the secretary of state, 
and published as required by law. 
The names of the incorporators are 
John S. Pillsbury, George A. Pills- 
bury, A. E. Bardwell, W B. Ransom, 
James E. Glass, R. W. Jones, and 
James A- Kellogg, as will be seen in 
an article elsewhere iu this paper. 
It was found necessary to make a 
separate contract for the railroad and 
mill 011 account of the legality of the 
matter, and this will be fully ex­ 
plained at the meeting on Saturday 
night.

P E R F U M E S O F 
A N T IQ U IT Y . 


H o w t h e P e o p l e o f R o m e S c e n t e d 
T h o fr B o d ie s a n d C lo t h in g 
Tlie am ount of perfume used in the 
palmy days of Rome was enormous; 
tlie wealthy patricians were m ost 
prodigal in this reepect. The perfum­ 
ers were called unguentarii, as they 
principally compounded unguent s, ami 
must nave done an immense business. 
In Home t hey congregated iu a quarter 
called the “ Vicuw Thuraricus,'' nays 
Knowledge. The most celebrated |**r- 
fumer in the time of Martial was a 
certain 
individual named Cosmos, 
whom Martial frequently mention*. 
At Capua there was such a ntimber of 
perfumers th a t the prin ipal street of 
the city, named Sepfasia, was almost 
entirely occupied by them. 
For the 
most 
part these 
tradesmen 
were 
Greeks, and, a*at Athens, their shops, 
taberna, were tbe rendezvous of the 
rich idlers of those days. 
'17ie perfumed oils and ointments 
were 
made 
in 
great 
variety. 
The 
basis 
of 
the 
oils 
of 
Ben and th a t of the unguents was a 
bleached and partly purified tallow. 
They were not only for tho hair, but 
to anoint all parts oi the body espec­ 
ially after the bath, which was quite a 
complicated process. 
It 
was also 
custom ary at banquets to honor the 
guests by pouring costly perfumed oils, 
over their feet. Some of these were 
simple oils, such as* rhodium, made 
from 
rose*; 
melium made 
from 
quinces; 
nietopuim, 
from b-tter 
almonds; n&rcissimum, from the n ar­ 
cissus. 
Perhaps the m ost fashionable oil 
after tlie oleum Mi.siuum was th at 
called crocmum, made iron) saffron 
crocus, which communicated both a 
line color and odor to the person; 
Hellogabalus never bat lied without 
it. 
Rutter is noticed Gy Pliny as 
used by the negro und lower classes of 
Arabs 
for 
anointing 
their bod­ 
ies. 
The natives of India prefer strong 
perfumes for this purpose, and use oil 
of san ta and oil of patchouli. Stv- 
ages also grease their bodies, but pro­ 
bably with the idea of being enabled 
to escape mote easily from the grip of 
an enemy. 
The Romans were not acquainted 
with the use of regular soap, but they 
employed an alkali, with which the 
greasy dirt was dissolved out of their 
clothes. This alkali, called nit rum, is 
referred tc by Pliny; but the cheapest 
solvent was urine, which was mostly 
used. The clothes were put in this, 
mixed with water, and then stamped 
upon with the feet. This process was 
performed by old people, while boys 
lifted the clothes out of tiie tubs. The 
white garments, after being washed, 
were subjected to the vapor of sul­ 
phur—being stretched on a frame and 
the sulphur burned beneath. Poor 
people in Rome cleansed their bodies 
with meal of lupins, called lomenturn, 
which, with common meal, is still us­ 
ed in some places for th a t purpose.

There are five essential elements to 
the legal valuHtyof a negotiablediaft, 
note or check: 
1. 
It must be payable in money; 
th a t is, gold, silver or greenbacks, 
possibly also in United States curren­ 
cy, not in any kind of merchandise. 
Thus a note “payable in 100 calves” 
has been decided to be invalid. 
2. 
It must be payable without any 
contingency or uncertainty, a note 
premising to pay $1000 oqt of the 
proceeds of ore to be raised or sold 
from any mine” is invalid. But a 
particular fund may be designated, 
as “ I promise to pay out oftheestate 
of B., deceased.” 
3. 
It must be payable at a certain 
specified tim e—a time certain 
to 
arrive. A note payable to A. B. 
“when he is twenty-one years of age” 
is not good, for he may not live to be 
twenty-one, and so the time is not 
certain to arrive. 
But a note payable “on demand” is 
held to be good, for demand is in the 
nature ot things certain to be made 
some time. The owner of said note 
would not possess common sense if lie 
never demanded payment. 
4. It must be payable to the or ler 
of a certain party therein named, or 
else payable to bearer. 
Otherwise- it 
is not negotiable, although as a sim­ 
ple written contract it is good as be­ 
tween the maker and the person to 
whom jt is payable. Jpit jt is not 
capable of indorsement qnless the 
words “order” or “bearer” appear. 
5. The am ount payable must be 
specified and certain. A n o t e fo r $100 
“ with .interest is good, because the 
interest can be calculated and thus 
a«certained, but a note reading “ Pay 
$100 or $200 is not good— The Chaw* 
tauquan.

wo years, of 22,000,000. But this 
vas largely accounted for by

nated population of China from 405,- 
>00,000 to 350,000,000. The esti- 
nate reached in the present issue of 
801 for the total populatioh of the 
arth 1,480,000,000, showing an in-

MEAT 
EATERS. 


Anim at F ood th e M ost C on d u cive 
to P rolon ged P h y sica l 
S tren g th , 


Many races of men live entirely 
on animal food and these are the 
most hardy and 
from all 
I have 
been able to gather on the snbject, 
says a correspondent of the Gentle­ 
man’s Magazine, the most free from 
diseases of alt 
kinds. Sir 
Francis 
Head says of the Pampas 
Indians: 
“They are all horsemen, or, rather, 
pass their lives on horseback. 
In 
spite oi the climate, 
which is burn­ 
ing hot in summer and freezing 
:n 
winter, these brave men, who have 
never 
been subdued, are entirely 
naked and have not even a covering 
for their head. 
They live together 
in tribes, but they have no lixed 
place of residence. Where the pasture 
is good there a re they to be found until 
it is consumed by their horses, and 
they instantly move 
to 
another 
spot. They 
have neither 
bread, 
fruit, nor vegetables, but 
they sub­ 
sist entirely on the flesh of their mares.” 
Describing 
the 
effect on himself 
of this diet, Fir Francis says: “After 
I 
had *been riding 
three or 
four 
months, and had lived on beef and 
water, I found myself in a condition 
which I ran only describe by saying 
that no 
exertion 
could 
kill me, 
although I constantly arrivedbo com­ 
pletely exhausted that I could not 
speak; yet a few hours’ sleep upon 
my saddle on the ground always so 
completely restored 
me that for a 
week I could daily be upon my horse 
before sunrise, could ride till two or 
three hours after sunset, and have 
really tired ten or twelve horses in a 
day. This will explain the immense 
distances which 
people 
in South 
America are 
said to 
ride, which I 
am confident could only be done on 
beef and water.” 
The Guachos of 
the Argentine Republic live entirely 
on roast beef and salt, scarcely ever 
tasting farinaceous or other vegetuble 
food, and their sole beverage is mate 
or Paraguay 
tea 
taken without 
sugar.

G room ing th e Farm H orse. 
In 
that 
delightful hook, 
“Tom 
Brown at Rugby,” there is a little in­ 
cident which “points a moral” for all 
owners of horses who fail to give them 
the attention they ought to receive. 
When Tom and his friend had res­ 
cued Tom ’s humble playmate from 
the minions of the law, who were 
after him for poaching the 
young 
“convict,” though 
fagged out and 
dripping wet from a long run in the 
rain, would not come in to his sup­ 
per until he had thoroughly rubbed 
down and cared for the horse they 
had brought with them. That was 
the true spirit of a horseman—of one 
who understood 
the needs of the 
horse, and had the disposition and 
force of character to sacrifice his ow n 
immediate comfort to minister to 
them. 
A man who owns a ten or twenty 
thousand dollar race horse will spare 
no pains to keep his valuable beast 
in the best possible condition. He is 
provided with comfortable and even 
elegant quarters, and his food and 
exercise and grooming are as carefully 
looked after as though he were a 
prince in disguise. 
Such care keeps 
the horse 
in 
excellent 
condition, 
ready at any time for the special 
funct ion foi w hich he has been trained. 
Now. is there any real reason why 
the farmers’ horses should not, in a 
degree at least, be as well cared for as 
the far less useful animals devoted to 
racing and sport? 
It may he urged 
that farmers haven’t the time, and 
when the day’s work is done are too 
tired to attend to such trivial matters 
as making the horses clean and tidy 
by thorough grooming. 
But if it is 
essential to the health anil continued 
value, it is not ft trivial matter. 
It 
has an important hearing on the pro­ 
fit the owner 
derives from them. 
They hist longer and are worth more 
while they last. 
Many farmers are simply thought­ 
less ol the comfort and safety of 
their horses. 
They leave them un­ 
blanketed in cold weather when heated 
with exercise and neglect to groom 
them carefully before and after the 
labors of the day. 
If these things oc­ 
curred to t bem and they appreciated 
their importance they would 
find 
time to attend to them. They abuse 
their horses through mere heedless­ 
ness. Others simply don’t care and 
let their horses suffer because they are 
too lazy or heartless togive attention 
to theii needs. 
But 
such 
neglect, whatever the 
source of it, shows the lack of a real 
affection for the horse, of the com­ 
radeship with him which made “Tom 
Brown’s” humble friend forget him­ 
self till he had cared for the dumb 
creature which could not care for it­ 
self. 
If farmers would devote a little more 
time to the grooming of their work 
horses the effect on the appearance 
and condition of the animals would 
speedily indicate its value. 
A horse’s 
skin is very sensitive, and thorough 
work with the curry comb and brush, 
with frequent washing of the legs to 
keep them clean, makes a vast differ­ 
ence 
in his comfort and 
health. 
Horses that are put into the stable 
reeking with sweat and with legs cov­ 
ered with mud do not rest as well and 
are more liable to take cold or con­ 
tract some other ailment than when 
they are well rubbed down and made 
as comfortable as possible. 
It is an old, true saying that “the 
merciful man is merciful to his beast.” 
But, judged by their treatment of their 
faithful, useful 
work 
horses, hoty 
many American farmers can be in­ 
cluded in the category? 


Sm ut In O ats. 
Our experiment stations are getting 
down to work of practical value to 
tbe farmer. Dr. Arthur of the Indiana 
station jias made a study of smut in 
oats, and his conclusions are thus 
sum marized: 
1. The annual loss on account of 
smut in the oat crop in Indiana is 
very considerable, varying from $500.- 
000 to $1,000,000 a year. 
2. The occurrence of smut in oats 
may be completely prevented at a little 
trouble and expense, and by means 
entirely 
within the reach of every 
former. 
3 Prevention is effected by treating 
the seed oats in such a manner that 
ull adhering spores of 
the smut are 
killed without klllingthe seed. 
4. The recently discovered hot wa­ 
ter met hod of treatment is recommend­ 
ed as much superior to the copjier 
sulphate method heretofore recom­ 
mended. 
5. The hot water method consists 
in immersing the seed grain for five 
minutes in hot water standing at first 
135® to 115° F., which may drop 
during the operation to 130° or may 
fall even below 130° if the time is cor­ 
respondingly prolonged. 
6. After drying by spreading upon 
a floor, the seed may bo sown immedi­ 
ately, or after a time, with equally 
beneficial results in either case. 
7. This treatment not only removes 
the smut from t no crop, but improves 
the growth and increases the yield. 
8. The increased yield is sufficient 
to pay for the- labor and trouble of 
treatment several times over. 
The stout of oats is of a parasitic 
nature, like that of wheat, but is a 
different species. 
The 
gcrminative 
power of the former is a hundred-fold 
greater than that of the latter, and 
hence itsgrcatcst destructiveness. The 
hot water method of destroying smut 
is called the “Jensen” process from 
the name of its discoverer. It is cer­ 
tainly worthy of trial by every farm­ 
er whose crops are usually injured by 
ill is pest. 


A B arbarous P ractice. 
The season is now here when some 
peopb commence one of the most 
cruel and barbarous practices ever re­ 
tained by a civilized people, viz.: 
That of burning the lampass from the 
mouths of young horses! 
At what 
time or among what people the prac­ 
tice originated I will not pretend to 
say. It is most likely a remnant ot 
the dark ages of 
barbarism. 
But 
there is one ration 
which should 
either discontinue it, or else say less 
about tho general difficulties of useful 
knowledge, 
that 
is America. The 
idea that the enlargement of that 
part of the root of the horse’s mouth 
is a disease is absurd, and has long 
been exploded 
by 
all 
veterinary 
surgeons, and is ridiculous to a man 
possessed 
of 
common 
sense. All 
horses are subject to be affected be­ 
tween the ages of 3 and 5. 
In some 
cases the soft, spongy enlargement 
descends to a level with the fore 
teeth, yet upon examining it there 
will appear to be no tenderness or in­ 
flammation indicating disease; and if 
left alone to the operations of nature 
it will disappear and the horse will 
have a sound and a healthy mouth.—

to keep stock on a grain farm where 
clover hay sells for $5 per ton, I 
know it is said clover hay ought not 
to be sold off oi the farm, but never­ 
theless it is sold, and sold now at 
the above figure, and there is always 
a demand for fat hogs, sheep or cattle. 
If stock was kept on such a farm a 
large amount of the grain and all of 
the straw’ and cornstalks could be fed 
up and the manure put back on the 
farm. Or is it more profitable to keep 
only what stock is necessary to do the 
farm work and plow down clover and 
sell all the grain, strawand cornstalks 
and hay that was left, like some do, 
getting from $L to $1.50 ptr ton for 
straw, from 2 to 3 cts. per bundle for 
cornstalks, and $5 per ton for clover 
hay? What do the farmers say? Shall 
we keep stock on tlie grain farms or 
not!*—Geo. W. Darker, in Ohio Far- 
mer. 


H ow to M anure for O n ion s. 
As to manures, onions are great 
feeders and like something to select 
from. 
I advise applying at least 10 
cords of barn-yard manure per acre, 
or its equivalent. Fanners in the 
vicinity of Boston use 20 cords of 
stable manure, but I think it better to 
use half the quantity of manure, and 
the other half in commercial fertilizers, 
or, cheaper yet, tf> use all fertilizer. 


S to c k on a Grain Farm , 
In looking over the past and laying 
plans for the future, this subject comes 
up and puzzles hundreds ot' us. Some 
of us know how much grain or hay it 
takes to make a pound of pork, beef 
or mutton, while others are still guess, 
iug at it. But the difficulties do no 


Owtso to grave and seemingly irreconcil­ 
able differences of opinion in regard to 
matters 
of 
administrative 
importance, 
President Adams of Cornell university, has 
lent his resignation to the board of trust­ 
ees. 


The latter can be applied at any 
period of growth* but there is danger 
from using a phosphate continuously. 
In Bermuda the onion growers use 
part sea manure and pare commercial 
fertilizers. One of my neighbors uses 
10 cords of a mixture of barnyard 
manure, sea manure and night soil, a 
very concentrated manure, probably 
equal to double the quantity of ordin­ 
ary barnyard manure. 
I recommend 
the application of 300 pounds of nit­ 
rate of soda per acre just as the crop 
begins to bottom; or, if tbecrop looks 
feeble, a complete fertilizer may ba 
used. 
In all farming a good deal of 
manure seems to be misapplied, and 1 
suggest the use of less manure and 
more of commercial fertilizer.—J. J 
H. Gregory, in Farm and Home. 


T he In tellig en t h orse. 
We hear men sometimes 
remark 
that they have good horse sense at 
least, and sometimes w’e think they 
probably do not 
understand that 
horses are very’ teachable and intelli­ 
gent animals. Nearly all persons who 
own or use horses know that they are 
easily taught the meaning of, “gee,” 
“haw,” “whoa,” 
“back,” etc, hut 
few horses are trained to put their 
head into the halter when it is taken 
up for them, 
or 
to come to the 
wagon 
to 
bo 
hitched, 
though 
these Are as easily taught as the 
former. 
Horses are sociable and in­ 
telligent animals and must be kindly 
treated if you wish them to obey you 
gladly. 
It may be necessary some­ 
times to use the whip upon a horse, 
but in most cases it is not. While I 
do not say a horse should never be 
struck with a whip, I do say a horse 
should never he abused by that very 
prevalent and cruel punishment of 
jerking. 
Be kind to your horse. 
You 
are his guardian and upon you his 
happiness depends. Take an interest 
in your noble animals and they will 
return your kindness with patient 
toil, and you will enjoy life better for 
having been a benefactor instead of a 
beast.—A. J. Lusk in Ohio Farmer. 


P rev en tin g Mlik F ever. 
To prevent milk fever should a cow 
l>e dried off when she persists in milk­ 
ing all the way through? 
This is a 
very hard question to answer. There 
has arisen of late years a new school 
of medicine or a new practice in the 
old one that says when a cow is taken 
down with milk fever after calving the 
udder should not he entirely milked 
out but only the excess of pressure 
taken off by slight 
milking. 
The 
philosophy of this, as we have seen it 
advocated, is that the glands at that 
time are active and ready to go to 
work as soon as the udder is empty, 
and to keep them quiet the udder 
should be left fairly filled. A full ud­ 
der makes no demand upon the sys­ 
tem of the < qw unless it is over-crowd­ 
ed while an empty udder calls for 
work on the part of the milk secreting 
glands. This looks like good lo’ic 
whether it is good medicine sense or 
not. 


C a r e le s sn e ss A bou t C h ick en s. 
Carelessness is the disease that cat” 
ries off most of the young chickens. 
One w ay in which it does this is by 
not properly protecting them 
from 
cold draughts and 
dampness. 
If 
there are openings about the bottom 
of the coops the little chickens, being 
close to the floor suffer from it. All 
the ventilation should be from above, 
so that they will not be in line of the 
draught. Do not let them run out, 
either, when the weather or ground is 
cold or damp. 
Clear, 
dry. 
cold 
weather will not hurt them, but the 
dampness will. Be careful, too, in giv­ 
ing the water. 
Keep it constantly be­ 
fore them fresh and clean, so that 
they may get to it as wanted, but 
have the trough arranged so that they 
can not plunge in and get wet all 
over. 
If you will observe this mat ter 
and then keep them free from lice, you 
will probably grow most of your 
clucks to maturity and find some 
pleasure or profit in the business. 
Otherwise not. 


T he G rade A nim al, 
No mistake should be made, says 
an exchange, about the proper place 
and value of the grade animal. 
It 
may he a superior individual, excel­ 
lent in itself for beef or milk, but 
wholly untrust worthy so far as the 
ability to perpetuate its characteris­ 
tics in its progeny is concerned. 
It is 
in this latter quality that the pure­ 
bred animal is of inestimably greater 
value, and they are the only ones 
that should be used when there is a 
definite purpose to “breed up.” Pure­ 
bred sires, at least, are now within 
reach of all, so that there is no reason­ 
able excuse for using any other sort. 
As soon as we become wise enough to 
make this the universal practice, scrub 
stock will rapidly become a thing of 
the past. 


P o ta to e s and D eca y , 
It has been noticed 
at 
the Nc.y 
York experiment station that ifie 
liability of potatoes to decay seemed 
to bear no relation tp the vigor of 
the plant, the feeble plant often fail­ 
ing to furnish rotten tubers, while 
the more vigorous ones suffer badly, 
It also appears that decay does not 
always follow, though the foliage is 
severely blighted. 
This may come, 
however, from the blight not beingtin 
all cases the fungus which produces 
the potato rot,

NATIONAL MILITIA. 


HOW V HE OLD SYSTEM GAVE WAY 


TO STATE VOLUNTEERS. 


A H i s t o r y o f t h e E a r l y O r g a n i z a t i o n of 


t h e R a n k u m l F i l e o f O a r If o a i e G u a r d * . 


L a w * T h a t M a d e T r a i n i n g D a y s C o m ­ 


m o n in E v e r y F a r t o f t h e C o u n t r y . 


A hundred yearn have pa**ed since con­ 
gress, in the spring of 17VJ, passed its first 
general militia law. 
This act remains to­ 
day on the statute book, with all its an­ 
cient phraseology, and its mandates are im­ 
possible to execute. Still nominally in force 
is its injunction upon ari5’ ablelsxlied male 
citizen between eighteen and forty five 
years of age, enrolled Ly his captain, to 
keep himself provided with a “good mus­ 
ket or firelock, of a bore sufficient for balls 
of the eighteenth part of a pound;1' two 
spare flints and twenty four cartridges, or 
else with “a good rifle, shot pouch, powder 
born, twenty balls and a quarter of a 
pound of powder.” The quaint instruc­ 
tions for grenadier* ami bombardiers are 
still to l>e perused, and also the directions 
to commissioned officers to provide them ­ 
selves with “a sword or hanger and spon- 
toon,” or. if mounted, to have their “ hoi- 
sters covered w ith bearskin caps.” 
From 
time to time efforts have Ijeen n*ule to re­ 
move this venerable cha;;t< r irom the 
statu te book*, or at least to modernize it, 
until now, at lust, it m-c-i-is to derive a *ort 
of protection from its age. 
But the fa c t i* that tin* law was n e v e r 
carried out 
No sooner tv s it tftitu «d 
than efforts were made to rc|M*al somw pro­ 
visions and am end other*. Under the plan 
of General Kliox, which had Uvu dr tu n 
up iu 171*1, young men 1s t w een eighteen 
and tw eutyoue years o f age were to serve 
thirty days in a cam p o f instruction d ur­ 
ing each of the first two year* and ten days 
of the third year, citizens between twvnty- 
one and forty five years were to drill four 
days annually; those between forty live 
and sixty were to be enrolled in the re­ 
serve, which was to assemble *eimanimnl- 
ly for a simple inspection of arm*. 
This was a very striking, and. under tire 
circumstance* of the country at that time, 
not a very onerous system, while its seri­ 
ousness wo* shown by a provision th a t no 
l*erson reaching the age of twenty-one 
should exercise the rights of a citizen un­ 
less he could show a certificate of the re­ 
quired service in the m ilitia. 
But the act 
of May 8, ITiTJ, widely departed from Knox’s 
plan, and the very next year after it was 
put in operation W ashington asked con­ 
gress “ w hether your own experience in the 
several states has not detected some im­ 
perfection* in the scheme.” The story of 
the way in which num erous and fruitless 
attem pts to am end this system resulted at 
length in its frank a!>andonruent is in­ 
structive and interesting. 
Two years ufter its adoption a bill was 
reported for organizing a select corps of 
m ilitia, to bo arm ed and equipped by the 
general governm ent and to lw paid while 
serving in annual cam ps of in fractio n . 
This of course would have beea a radical 
departure from the general law, which re­ 
quired the citizens to arm and equip them ­ 
selves and put them all on the same foot­ 
ing. 
It is not unlikely that, bad this 
measure prevailed, it would have been in 
force to the present day, and m ight have 
made a vast difference in the history of 
the country. 
It would, in fact, have found­ 
ed a national m ilitia of an effective char­ 
acter. 
However, years passed w ithout 
securing the modifications desired. 
The 
chief step gained was the enactm ent of the 
law of April 23, 1808, m aking an appropri­ 
ation of 1^00,000 annually to provide arms 
and equipment* for the m ilitia 
It is noted 
as a curious fact by the house committee 
on militia, whose careful history of the 
subject is here briefly summarized, that 
even when this new appropriation had been 
made the old requirement that each citizen 
should arm and equip himself was not re­ 
pealed. 
Even then the reluctance to re­ 
move the old law was manifest. 
Jefferson and Madison followed W ash­ 
ington in urging year after year a modifi­ 
cation of the militia system; the latteT in 
1805 desired such “a separation of the more 
active part from that which is less so, that 
we may draw from it, when necessary, an 
efficient corps, fit for real and active serv­ 
ice, and to be called to it in regular rota­ 
tion.” 
He thought th a t it was quite 
enough to subject the population between 
eighteen and twenty-six years of age to 
military duty in tim e of peace. 
Madison’s 
most noticeable contribution to the subject 
was a proposal of annual camp* of instruc­ 
tion for the commissioned and noncommis­ 
sioned officers. 
In 1816 Secretary Graham , by the direc­ 
tion of congress, prepared a new plau. It 
divided the m ilitia into three classes, ac­ 
cording to ages, of which the two younger 
were to assemble in annual camps of in­ 
struction. Congressman Harrison, of Ohio, 
afterw ard president, proposed as a substi­ 
tute m ilitary drill for all the schools, and 
revived Madison’s plan of annually in­ 
structing officers and noncommissioned 
officers in camp. 
He estim ated th a t the 
cost to the governm ent would be $1,.YD,000 
a year. 
In 1825 a board, ou which Scott 
and Zachary Taylor were prominent, re­ 
ported th a t the great defect in the law was 
the excess of num bers it held to service. 
They suggested as a substitute a brigade 
of m ilitia iu each congress district, to lie 
instructed in camps for ten days each year, 
and paid for their tim e and exjienses. 
The drift tow ard a select body instead of 
a general organization had th u s been 
clearly m anifest through all these years; 
yet tw o additional elements, volunteering 
and state organizations, were needed be­ 
fore the desired reforms could bo secured. 
Jackson recommended the former, while 
Secretary Poinsett iu 1540 made an ap­ 
proach to the latter by a proposal of 100,- 
000 active m ilitia, apportioned am ong the 
states, each of which could keep its quota 
filled either by voluntary enlistm ent or 
draft. One-fourth would go out of service 
annually into the reserve, while the presi­ 
dent could put them into cam ps under pay 
for a month annually. In 1840 still another 
plan was ref>orted, th a t of m aintaining iu 
each state an active m ilitia 
between 
twenty-one and th irty years of age, whose 
officers should be instructed annually in 
camp by the general government. 
B ut by th a t tim e the new ideas of volun­ 
teers and state organizations had not only 
become rooted, but had borne fruit. Such 
m ilitia bodies were springing up all over 
the Union, and in fact formed the basis of 
th a t body of volunteers who achieved dis­ 
tinction in the Mexican war. A fter th at 
w ar greater interest than ever was taken 
fn the state volunteer system, and its 
grow th p u t an end to the long series of 
abortive efforts to form a national militia, 
congress practically accepting it as a sub­ 
stitute.—W ashington Cor.
